San Francisco, May 16.—At 11:45 


a. m. Secretary Cortelyou made tlie 
following statement: 


"The physicians have been most of 


the morning with Mrs. McKinley and 
report that while she has had no re- 
lapse during the morning, her con- 
dition is grave. She is not suffering, 
but is very weak." 


San "Francisco, May 16-—At noon 


there was a report that Mrs. McKin- 
ley had died and at once flags began 
to drop to half mast all over the city. 
It was soon learned that it was incoi- 
rect and gradually the flags were re- 
stored to their former positions. 


" San Francisco, May 16.—(10 «• m- 
Pacific time).—President McKinley is 
at the bedside of his wife, without 
hope that she will ever recover. 


After a comparatively easy night, 


she began to sink rapidly at 5 o'clock 
this morning. Dr. Rixey, who had 
been in attendance almost without re- 
lief several days, 
hurriedly 
sum- 


moned Drs. 
Hirschfelder and Gib- 


bons. 


They arrived before 7 o'clock nnd 


everything their knowledge and skill 
could suggest was done to keep Mrs. 
McKinley alive. 


Access to the house 
for the first 


time wns denied to newspaper repre- 
sentatives. 


Guards were posted at the door and 


t-veryone but the doctors were turned 
away. 


CONSULTATION HELD. 


At 9 o'clock it he physicians held a 


consultation and at 9:30 a. m. Sec- 
retary Cortelyou gave out a -bullentin 
announcing' Mrs. McKinley's condi- 
tion had become 
more 
alarming, 


owing to the sinking 
spell at 
5 


o'clock", and that th'e president had 
cancelled all engagements. 


Later it was learned by the Asso- 


ciated Press that Mrs. McKinley was 
barely alive and was liable to expire 
at any moment. 


The distressing news was spread 


rapidly over the city 
and 
crowds 


gathered about the newspaper bulle- 
tin 
boards, 
anxiously 
awaiting 


further informa.tion. 


Atout the house on the hill where 


Mrs. McKinley lies groups of people 
gathered and discussed in low tones 
the illness of the president's wife. 
Everybody who left the house wa» 
eagerly questioned for information, 
but everybody was referred to Sec- 
retary Cortelyou. 
As that gentle- 


man was invisible to those who call- 
ed, nothing definite could lie learned. 


The Scott mansion .is on the crest 


of a high hill overlooking Lafayette 
square and there is very little traffic 
in that neighborhood.

came known 
how 
dangerously ill 


Mrs. McKinley'was even the few 
vehicles that passed that way were 
stopped and streets on all sides of 
the house -were free from noise.

ent Eassett, of the road.

iad wrecked two others Tuesday, 
renernl Barnes was there and when 
the car reached the obstructions a 
coupling' was made and the damaged 
cars soon removed to the barn. The 
crowd was'too far distant to even sec 
the operation, and if a window went 
ip a guardsman soon shut it witli an 
order. 


While this was going on the street 


corners along the State street route 
began to assume the conditions of 
military hosts.

every prominent square kept peo- 


ple moving, so that no large croflj 
couM gather. 


SOLDIERS ON CARS. 


At 9:20 a second car left the stable. 


and started over towards Madison 
avenue, a thoroughfare not guarded. 
On board of it were Lieutenant Col- 
aiiel Brady and 
a company of the 


Twenty-third regiment guarding two 
motormen and two conductors. They 
proceeded over Quail street, stopping 
to remove flagstone obstructions from 
the track. 
The car was an open one. 


When the road officials were ready

The iirst car moved out and down the 
avenue with 110 trouble and ear No. 2, 
with a trailer, followed a few min- 
utes after.

The car is equipped with twenty-two 
sixteen candle power lamps, which 
make it us light as day nil the time 
the current is on. 
Former experi- 


ments on this train were with oil, 
acetylene and storage battery. -The 
latter Dystem proved quite a success 
so far as good service is concerned, 
but it was quite a trouble to the men 
having charge of the work. The bat- 
teries were recharged here each night 
nnd the car had to be placed in a cer- 
tain spot for that purpose. 
Some- 


times the switchmen would move it 
before the batteries received their load 
and there was trouble. The chief ob- 
jection to the Gould system is the lia- 
bility to derangement by flat car 
wheels, which would make the re- 
pairs costly. However, this is a mat- 
ter that remains to he settled jy ac- 
tual experience. It is -the opinion of 
railway men generally that the -best 
light for a train is electricity gen- 
crated by the engine and carried to 
the lamps through "wires in the man- 
ner in which houses are equipped for 
that purpose. There is less liability 
to failure, they say, through this 
method than through others. 
The 


acetylene lighted car is now in the 
east and is said to be doing- good 
service.
